"Tho U.S.4. incitcs Turkey to 
competc with Esyrt over Syriats scat 
at the Security Council. 


Undor the above heading, Al Misri publishss a 
mossace from its Paris corresnondent in which he says: 
"Turkey has ombarked on a Ciplomatic carnpaisn, mapped out 
for her by the Amcrican ccloration in Paris, to occuoy 
Syriats scat at the Sccurity Coucil which will shortly fall 
vacant. Noutral delegations bolicve thet Turkcy is adop-= 
ting this attitude in compliance with Amcricats wishes", 


The correspondent quotes Khashaba Pasha as sayins: 
No are still trying to roach an agroonent with Turkey". 
The Turkish Forcicfn Minister who is in Paris at »rescnt is 
quoted by the same corrospondent as saying: "Esyot's stubbor- 
ness may lead to a dangerous rift among the Islanic nations, 
fn Arab diplomat in paris is also quoted as saying that the 
conpotition botwccn Purkey and Esypt over the Sccurity Council 
scat may woll load to tho dofcat of beth of thom at tho Assombiy 
clections,. 


Al Misri then goos on to say that Britain is boing 
vory cauticus about this natteor although she 18 encouraging 
the Turks behind the scenes. dAnorica on tho other hand is 
trying hard to sccurc tho support of the Latin Amoricen 
menbors for Turkey. Victor Khoury, the Lobancse Minister 
in Paris told sl Misri that the Latin American countrics 
wlll support Eryptis candidacy desnite amoricats prossurc, 
The roeson for this is sciven as beine duc to Arab support for 
Francots govornriont!s application for nombershin of the 
United Nations. 


jl Misri also says that neutral quartors in Paris 
bolicve that "ail those manoouvres will only lead to the 
hatred which the Mosloms focl towards Britain and the U.S.4. 
being intensifica", and that "they (the manocuvres) will make 
Turkoyis position amons the countrics of the ifidcle Last 
rathor awkward, cspocially when Turkoy's icca of becoming 
nienbor of the Security Council is not her own but Ancricats, 
The Americans wish to cause 4 rift onong the countrics cf the 
liiddlo Hast, ormbarrass Esynt, ana meke it difficult for hor 
to sccurc a scat in tho Security Council, Turkoyts fricnds 
hone that she will withdraw from the competition to presorve 
hor sclf resvroct and oarn tho pratitude of all tho jrcab 
countrics",
